SINN FEIN OFFICES ENTERED. 


It is urderstood that the raids were carried 
out under the provisions of the Treasonable 
Offences Act, 1925, and were made with. the 
object of discovering treasonable documents 
relating to certain activities that have been 
taking place of late. 
The Sinn Fein offices in Suffolk street were 
thoroughly searched, and all books and docu- 
ments in the place were closely scrutinised. 
Mr. de Valera’s rooms, overhead, were also 
entered, and as a result of the investigations 
there a number of private papers and docu- 
ments were carried away. The search here 
lasted from 8 a.m. to 9.50 a.m. 
The house of Mr. John Lawlor, General 
President of the Workers’ Union of Ireland, 
was visited during the searches, but nothing 
Was seized.

TWENTY PERSONS DETAINED.

A 
parahellum repeating revolver with seven 
rounds of ammunition were discovered in a 
chest of drawers in one house in Newport 
street. ; 
‘T'wenty persons, in all, were detained, but 
following investigations into their cases at 
the police station eleven men were released. 
.Of the nine men who remain in custody 
three were subsequently charged under the 
Treasons Act at the Dublin District Court. 
lt is authoritatively stated that in all 
probability no charges will be preferred 
against the other six men, and that they will 
be released at an early date.

ITH the object of checking the 

spread of foot-and-mouth disease, 
which is ravaging a large part of the 
Midlands and South of England, Colonel 
Walter Guinness, the Minister of Agri- 
culture, has framed a drastic stand-still 
Order, which will become operative on 
next Monday and will remain in existence 
for at least three weeks. 
The disease has appeared in sixteen 
counties, and the new Order applies to 
the country surrounding the infected areas. 
It will stop the -Iding of all markets 
for store stock in these districts, and no 
movement of cattle, sheep, pigs or goats 
into, out of, or within the regulated area 
will be permitted. 


MINISTER’S LETTER. 


OBJECT OF THE ORDER. 
In his letter to the local authorities Jast 
night the Minister of Agriculture says 
that the country is faced not only with the 
danger of a re-invasion of the disease from 
Continental soure-- where it is extremely 
pievalent, but,also ,from..the. increasing 
number o° separated centres in England. 
There are at present ten large infected 
areas in England, and one hundred and 
fifty outbreals; have been confirmed in 
sixteen counties during the past seven 
weeks, ? 
The greatest potential danger lies.in the 
exposure of animals at markets in the 
incubative stage of the disease. 
Feeling it imperative to take such pre- 
cautionary measures as are possible to 
prevent the development of a still more 
serious situation, Colonel Guinness has 
come to the conclusion that the time has 
arrived to impose ‘a partial stand-still 
Order over the Midlands’ and South of 
England, to operate as from midnight on 
Monday next. It is contemplated that 
the Order will be of a temporary character 
only, and the Minister hopes that it may 
not be necessary to continue it for more 
than three weeks, ' 


MARKETS STOPPED. 
The new Order applies to that part of 
the country surrounding the existing in- 
fected areas. Its main purpose is to pre- 
vent the holding of any markets of store 
stock in the regulated area and to control 
the movements of store animals generally, 
while allowing every possible facility for 
the disposal of fat stock intended for im- 
mediate slaughter. Markets of the latter 
will be allowed in regulated areas subject 
to veterinary inspection. No movement of 
any kind will be allowed outwards to 
places in any free area. This, the letter 
says, will afford the desired protection 
against any risk of infection to those parts 
of the country not included in the new 
regulated area--namely, Sootland, the 
Northern counties of England, Wales, East 
Anglia and Devon and Cornwall. 
Mr. Guinness feels sure all concerned 
will support the measure as being in the 
best interests of the indystry.

He was detained at the police headquarters 
pending extradition until January h, on 
which date, extradition having been aban- 
doned, he was charged with misdemeanour 
under the French Law and locked up in the 
Sante Prison. He has now spent nine months 
and twelve davs in solitary confinement at 
the Sante. He was sentenced to thirteen 
months, and is entitled to a reduction of one 
quarter of his sentence because of the time. 
spent in solitary confinement. He is, there- 
fore, liable to serve a term of nine and three- 
yuarter months detention, his two months 
confinement while awaiting extradition not 
being counted as part of the term to which 
he was sentenced, He thus has a fraction of 
one month still to serve.

SYSTEM OF EDUCATION. 


VIEWS OF THE ARCHBISHOP 
OF DUBLIN. 


The Archbishop of Dublin, speaking at the 
annual distribution of prizes at the Fri 
School for Girls, Adelaide road, Dublin, 
yesterday, said that he was glad that one 
thing which had been associated with their 


scliool system for many years had come to an 
end, and that was the old system of examina- 
tion. There were many things about the old 
system of intermediate examinations that 


were very excellent. He did not mean to say 
‘by any means that the change was altogether 

for the better, but he thoughe, on the whole, 
that it was for the better. 

He did not at all suggest that it was wrong 
that they should offer prizes and put boys 
and girls in competition, but the danger of 
the intermediate examinations was that a 
great deal more time and trouble were spent 
on getting boys and girls to know as near as 
BA the exact answers to the guestions 
ikely to be put to them than getting them 
to understand the principles and the basis 
of ee that they were supposed to be 
engaged in. 

SCHOOL INSPECTION. 

It was a great thing that they should have 
inspectors visiting the ‘schools continually 
while the work was going on to see how in- 
struction was imparted.. That was a most 
important thing and a great protection for 
parents and those who governed schools, 
_Having impressed on the pupils the neges- 
sity of learning something about the valu@of 
speech, something about how to work and 
something about the difference between what 
is good and what is bad, the Most Rev. Dr. 
Gregg congratulated Miss Foster and the staff 
on the excellent condition of things in the 
school and wished it another year of prosperity 
and quiet usefulness. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the Arch- 
bishop, the Rev. A. E. Hughes confessed to 
8 feeling of tiredness when he heard of yet 
another change in the educational programme.

YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


MONEY-LENDING ACTION.

INTEREST REDUCED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 
Judgment was given in the case in which 
Simon Mofsovitz, of 34 Exchequer street, 
Dublin, described as a financier, aid from 
Myles Byrne and Annie Byrne, his wife, of 
86 Main street; Bray, £58, balance alleged 
to be due to him by the defendants on a 
oo and several promissory note dated 20th 

cember, 1924, whereby they promised to 
pay him £70 by weekly payments of £3 in 
respect of a loan of £50. The defendants, by 
their defence, pleaded that the loan was trans- 
acted at their residence, and not where the 
plaintiff carried on his business as registered 
money-lender, contrary to the provisions of 
the Money-Lenders Act; and, alternatively, 
that the interest charged on the loan was 
harsh and unconscionable, and that they were 
entitled to relief. 
It appeared from the evidence, as reviewed 
y Mr. Justice Sullivan, that, according to 
the plaintiff, Myles Byrne called at his office 
and discussed the terms of the loan. He left, 
saying that he would talk the matter over 
with his wife. Mrs. Byrne subsequently tele- 
phoned from Bray stating that her husband 
was prepared to take the loan, -provided that 
the plaintiff breught the money to the de- 
fendants’ residence at Bray. On the 20th 
December he kept the appointment, bringing 
a cheque with him, and paid the defendants 
£50, and the defendants signed the promis- 
sory note in their house in Bray. The 
defendants and their daughter gave an entirely 
different account of the transaction, and both 
defendants were positive that neither of them 
ever visited the plaintiff's office. The terms 
were discussed in Bray and ultimately agreed 


upon.fand the form for signature was bought 
hy tbe defendants’ daughter in the Posi, 
Office, Bray. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that on their own 
evidence the defendaaits knew that the plain- 
tiff was a money-lender, and telephoned to 
his registered office asking him to come to 
Bray. In these circumstances he was not 
prepared to hold that the fact that the plain 


the money with him constituted the carrying 
on of business elsewhere than at his registered 
office. 

The interest on the loan amounted to 86 
per cent., and he held that this rate of 
interest was excessive, The onus was upon 
the plaintiff of showing some reason why 
such interest was charged, and, in the absence 
of any evidence by the plaintiff to justify a 
charge of interest at that rate, prima facie 
the transaction would be harsh and uncon. 
scionable; but, having regard to the defend-

security was given, he thought that the plain- 
tiff was entitled to charge substantial. interest 
on the loan. He fixed the rate of interest at 
25 per cent., which, for the period of the 
| loan, worked out at £5 15s. 4d. The de- 
feridants’ liability, therefore, was £50 and 
£5 15s. 4d., less the amount of £12 which they 
had paid. That left a balance of £43 15s. 4d., 
for which he gave judgment.

the Free State, was made on the assumption 
of the validity of the resolution of the 13th 
cc” September 1922, and the question which 
their lordships would have to décide was 
whether. in view of the documents to which 
‘ had referred, it was consistent with the 
contents of those documents that the Trust 
Fund should be handed over to the Finance 
M'nister of the Irish Free State. 

The documents to which he had referred 
showed that the money in the hands of the 
trustees represented the loans and’ subscrip- 
tions raised for the purposes of the Irish 
Republic in all Ireland. in pursuance of a 
resolution of the Republican Dail, that the 
signatories to the deed included the President, 
Vice-President, and Minsters of the Irish Re- 
public, that the Dail mentioned in the deed 
which gave power to appoint new trustees 
was the Republican Dail, that Mr. O‘Mara 
was appointed agen{# and represeritative of

Mr. Jellett—They derived their right from 
the minutes of the meeting I read yesterday.

Mr. Jellett said that Mr. O’Mara held the 
fund under certain obligations and rights, 
and the fund was impressed with a particular 
trust. He had submitted to their lordships 
that the Provisional Government had nothing 
whatever to say to the body that was men- 
tioned in the trust deed. He said the mohey 
was not held in trust for the Government of 
the area of the Free State, but in trust for 
the area of the Government of the whole 
country. 

The appellant, counsel said, was always 
willing to hand over the money in his posses:

He had lodged 
all the money in Court, and all that he wanted 
was to have it decided to whom it should 
be paid over. 

Mr, Overend, K.C., following on the same 
side, emphasised the points already made, 
stating that he could dnd no ease in which 
there were two de facto Governments existing 
in’ the same country or territory at the same 
time, whatever might be said about de jure 
Governments. 

PLAINTIFFS’ CASE. 

The . Attorney-General, for the plaintiffs, 
said that Mr. Jellett had spent considerable 
time endeavouring to show that the three 
trustees had not been properly appointed, 
and that the Provisional Government and 
Provisional Parliament were both the crea- 
tures of a British Statute. He hoped to 
satisfy the Court that the case that Mr. 
Jellett tri¢d to make was based on a funda- 
mental misconception of the facts. Mr. 
Jellett also went to considerable trouble to 


get certain documents .into evidence which 
had been rightly rejected by Mr. Justice 
Murgaghan, in- order, as he said, to 
show what the body was that ra ised 
these funds, and that anthorised 
the deed of trust; but the ground 


on which they were tendered in evidence, as 
reported by the learned judge, was for the 
purpose of showing what was the nature of 
the trust on which the trustees held the 
funds. On that ground, of course, Mr, Justice 
Murnaghan excluded the evidence, because 
the nature of the trust appeared sufficiently 
on the face of the deed of 1919 itself. Mr. 


documents showing that the first and second 
Dail were Republican bodies, and that Mr. 
de Valera was President of the Irish Re- 
public, and that he was described, and 
properly described, as President of the elected 
Government of the Republic of Ireland; but 
those matters were not very material. The 
events of the last few years were well known. 
They had entered into the history of the 
country, and he did not see why that Court 
should not take cognisance of them.

THE BURNING OF CASTLE 
RERNARD. 


Judge Roche, sitting in Dublin Castle 
yesterday, delivered judgment in the applica- 
tion of Mrs. Katherine Harper and others, 
her relatives, for compensation. for the mali- 
cious destruction by fire of Castle Bernard, 
near Kinnity, Kings County, in July, 1925. 
The property consisted of a beautiful 
castellated. mansion, with out-offices, and 
about 4,078. acres of land, of which 780 acres 
are tenanted. A guard of the National Army 
was in possession of the castle to protect it, 
but on the morning of July 23rd a party of 
armed Republicans came and made the 
soldiers surrender and leave the place. The 
raiders then set the mansion on fire in seven 
different places, and the contents were reduced 
to ashes. 

The Judge described the burning as a 
terrible act of vandalism, of a piece with 
thousands of similar acts committed in the 
years 1922 and 1925, as a result of which a 
millstone of taxation hangs round the necks of 
the taxpayers of the country. The applicants 
did not intend to reconstruct the mansion in 
its old form, but they asked that compensa- 
tion should be assessed on the basis of partial 
reinstatement. The figure given in evidence 
was £42,000, but that contained items which 
he could not allow. Having considered the 
evidence on both sides, he thought he was 
doing justice by allowing £21,000. He 
allowed £2,000 in respect of out-offices, and 
to Colonel Winter, the present owner of the 
grantee’s interest, £1,600—a total of £24,600, 
with costs and expenses. 


CLAIM SETTLED BY CONSENT. 

Mr. George Sydney Gamble, of Killooly, 
Carrickmines, County Dublin, apphed for 
compensation for the malicious burning of 
Derrinboy House, Kilcoleman, King's County, 
which was destroyed by Republicans on the 
5th of May, 1925. The figure named in the 
claim was £4,182 for the house, and £1,000 
for out-offices. As it was not intended to 
reinstate either of the buildings, 

The Judge, by consent, ade an order for 
£1,010 in respect of the dwellinghouse and 
£40 for the out-offices. 

Mr: Price, K.C., and Mr. Callan (instructed 
by Messrs, Baker, Ringwood and Gordon) 
appeared for the applicant. Mr. Rogers, 
State solicitor, Tullamore, appeared for the 
State. 

At the conclusion of the business Mr, 
Rogers expressed thanks to Judge Roche for 
the despatch with which he had disposed of 
the applications.
